corporations by foregoing -war prof- 
its. 
They ptoced the company's 


great plants nt the disposal of the 
sovemment and asked 
only 
the 


•usual Tate of profits in Answer 
the president's appeal for sacrifice' 
by all citizens. '- 


Now while thay -were alone among 


corporations in making such an of- 
fer, 
only OTIC skilled 
in 
business 


would have been able to perceive 
any sacrifice in taking the usual rate 
of profit. 
But the other corpora- 


tions, defined in law as artificial or 
soulless persons, had concluded that 
the appeal for sacrifice applied on- 
ly to p'ei'sons with souls such as.la- 
boring men, farmers and the yoUng 
men called for the squads right, 
sq-jads left, and die-for-your-country 
act, 
and they were entirely right 


and patriotic in this opinion as im- 
roc-diate developments showed. 


The unnatural directors 
of 
the 


aforesaid 
unnatural 
corporation 


were appealed to and then shunned 
by patriotic business men and the 
postmaster set sleuths to examine 
their mails for seditious propaganda. 
As they persisted In their strange 
course men also began1 to tap their 
heads when any one in the party 
mentioned the name and to declare 
that it was strange how public of- 
ficers elected in a democracy appeal- 
ed helpless in such an emergency. 
These friendly critics of democracy, 
however, had mistaken slowness of 
procedure for helplessness. It was 
found that the law had provided a 
proper remedy.

"The purpose of a corporation is 


to make the highest possible profits 
for its stockholders. 
Its directors 


ara allowed discretion as to means 
to this end; but they cannot lawfully 
exercise their discretion.- find .set 
aside the purpose of the aforesaid 
corporation and have wrought griev- 
ous injury to the legal rights of the 
plaintiffs,"* 


• Thus, was the confidence of the 
great Corporation leaders in democ- 
racy restored and their feeling that 
a revolution might be necessarily al- 
layed, 
A little explanation at the 


national capital was sufficient to se- 
cure the wthdrawal of the unnatural 
and 
unlawful •. offer of "patriotic" 


service, and profits of the corpora- 
tion thus brought at last within the 
bounds of the law reached 100, GOO 
and then 1,000 per cent.

NEW YORK—Sir Thomas Lip- 


ton's Sham-rock IV, challenger for 
thr America's cup,"and Resolute,.the 
defending craft of. the New York 
Yjicht club, were hauled out of the 
water in Brooklyn on Wednesday 
for measurement, in anticipation of 
the international races , off Sandy 
Hook beginning-; Thursdjy, July 15. 
The yachts are 'being measured by 
Prof. J. W. Webb of Columbia uni- 
versity, who has a corps of assist- 
ants. 


Measuring the cup yachts -is ajn 


exceedingly difficult proposition this 
year, as the rules require that the 
craft be weighed for displacement. 
This was not done in former cup 
races. It will require at least 500 
separate measurements being drawn 
off on. each craft. 
At the rate of. 


progress made on Wednesday, it is 
doubtful whether the work will be 
finished before Saturday. 
The fig- 


ures then will have to be checked 
with those of the designers of the 
craft. 


When ' the technical end of the 


measurement work is finished it will 
be at least another day before the 
rating will be decided upon and the 
time allowance known.

make another raid on the public through the medium of in 
creased rates.

While Mr. Lenroot and the other friends, of the Esch-Cran 


mins bin are making their explanations, certain things are hap- 
pening which in their turn will have to. be explained. 


The Chicago "Tribune" .yesterday published an interesting 


interview given out at Washington by Clifford Thome, one ol 
the men in the United States most conversant with the trans- 
portation problem. 


Thome mentioned a freight increase of 55'/z per cent as one 


of the possibilities for the near future. 


"An added burden of $2,000,000,000 annually, or over 50 per 


cent, suddenly placed upon the freight traffic of the United 
States would be overpowering," Mr. Thome declared. "No man 
can foretell the consequences." 


Mr. Thorne n.ight have added what Walker D. Hines, for 


mer director-general of the railroads authoritatively stated las 
winter: THAT AN INCREASE OF SI IN RATES-MEANS AN 


, INCREASE IN LIVING COSTS TO THE ULTIMATE CON- 
SUMER OF $5. Thus if the railroads are to get the freight in- 
crease they are now demanding, the people will have an added 
burden of 10 billions a year to pay in living costs! 


And be it remembered, this is oily the first fruit of Mr. 


Xcnroot's and Mr. Esch's and Mr. Cummins' plan of turning the 
railroads back to Wall Street, with a guarantee of 6 per cent 
upon billions of watered rail stock! 


William B. Colver, of the Federal Trade Commission, made 


a speech ait Washington on the same day Mr. Thorne gave out 
his statement, which will interest Mr. Lenroot's constituents in 
Wisconsin. 


Mr. Colrer said that with the railroads back in private hands 


conditions have become so intolerable that "untold suffering and 
industrial shutdowns next winter" are inevitable. 


Mr. Colver predicted that S25 flour and 25 cent bread Vill 


result from the present railroad situation. 


"Twenty-five cent bread" is not a pleasant campaign slogan 


for gentlemen who voted for the Esch-Cummins bill, but notice 
may have to be taken before the September primaries are over. 


Snator La Follette, who fought the Esch-Cummins bifl 


single-handed in the senate, after the stand-pat house had passed 
it, and while Lodge, Penrose, Smoot, and Lenroot were pushing 
it through the senate, gave the friends of this law their warn- 
ing, when he said in the senate, December 20,1919: 


"I should not care to trespass upon the time of the
